Prior to establishment of the of- 
fice at Jacksonville, and 141 other 
such offices throughout the state, 
war veterans were required to solicit 
aid from a number of organizations 
depending upon the type of benefit 
they were seeking. 


Since .1945 when the commission 
took over the work of the Governor's 
Committee on Rehabilitation and 
Employment, veterans and their de- 
pendents are enjoying the privilege 
of* presenting their problems at one 
agency. 


In charge of the Morgan county 
office is Dallas Whitehurst, a veter- 
an of World War II and a resident 
of the county. Assisting him is Mrs.

Thoroughly Trained 
Both Whitehurst and Mrs. Clark 
have received a thorough education 
in the many veterans benefits pro- 
vided by the state and federa) gov- 
ernment. Through periodic service 
schools end constant information 


first-rate service to the men and 
their families who need assistance. 


Since the Morgan county office 
was opened more than five years 
ago its files contain a mountain of 
information on veterans of all wars 
There are war service records of 
7,480 veterans. With this type of 
record any veteran or next of kin 
can obtain Information which would 
enable them to file claims lot spec- 
ific benefits in time of emergency. 
It also provides a permanent record 
in the event a veteran loses his own 
records. 


Among the nearly 8,000 claims on 
file nearly 2,000 have been aided in 
receiving educational benefits; an- 
other 700 have been assisted in fil- 
ing claims for compensation or pen- 
sion; and an estimated 400 have 
converted GI insurance with a total 
valuation of $1,320,000.
